All that changed Monday morn 
ing When authorities announced 


that they were involved in a 
detailed search of an area located 
approximately 5 miles west of 
Enterprise on AL. Hwy. 134 in and 
around the Litthe Double Bridges 
Creek. Initially, authorities said the 
road would be closed to traffic dur 
ing the next two to three days while 
the search was taking place; howev- 
er, that was changed and through 
traffic was allowed to continue 
along the roadway. Authorities did 
say that no one other than law 
enforcement personnel would be 
allowed to stop at the location 
Sightseers were discouraged from 
“visiting” the search area. The area 
will be secured around the clock 
until the search is completed, 

In a 9:30 a.m. press conference 
Monday at the District Attorney’s 
Office, Chief D.A. Investigator 
Bruce DeVane said authorities are 
“looking for several items of evi 
dence that involve the investigation 
into the disappearance of Mr 
Wayne Douglas Bryan.” 

DeVane said that a manual (grid 
search) search by more than fifty 
individuals was being made both 
visually and using metal detectors 
and other devices. The area 
involved is about the size of a foot 
ball field said De Vane, and he com- 
pared the thick undergrowth to that 
which is found in a “rain forest.” 

Scuba divers trom the Mont 
gomery Fire Department and Troy 
Police Department were scheduled 
to come in Monday afternoon and 
search the deep areas of the creek. 
On Wednesday, plans called for a 
K-9 cadaver dog (a canine trained 


to deteet the odor of human 


remains) to be brought in to assist 
authorities in their search of the 
area 

Investigator DeVane would not 
vo into any of the details as to what 
led authorities to search this partic 
ular area. “EP think it would harm the 
investivation if | did.” said De Vane 


“Maybe at some later date T can tell 


you why we are out there.” 

He did say that Bryan’s disap 
pearance is now being investigated 
as a homicide. 

The Enterprise man disappeared 
more than four years ago from a 
work location on Co. Rd. S11 just 
west of New Brockton. Bryan was 
last seen on Friday, December 15, 
1995 at 1:00 p.m. when he had 
lunch with his wife. 

His pickup truck was found by a 
family member at the location on 
Co. Rd. 511 where he had been 
working on a building in prepara 
tion to start a quail farm. The key 
was still in the truck’s ignition 
along with other personal items. 
The man’s dog was also still in the 
truck. 

At that time, an aerial and ground 
search was made of the immediate 
area and there was no indication o1 
evidence of foul play in the disap- 
pearance of Bryan. 

Shortly afterwards (a week or 
so), a portion of the Pea River was 
dragged in the vicinity of Weeks 
Bridge located on Co. Rd. 248 
which is less than two miles from 
the scene of Bryan’s disappearance, 
Also, boats traveled the river from 
that point to the boat landing in 
Elba, Neither search revealed a 
body or any other clues concerning 
Bryan’s disappearance, 

The present search area is four to 
five miles due south of where 
Bryan's pickup truck was discoy 
ered. Late Tuesday afternoon, 
authorities were discussing with 
Coffee County Engineer Randy 
Tindell the possibility of draining 
part of the creek to enable a more 
thorough search. The feasibility of 
this proposal had not been deter- 
mined at press ime Tuesday, 

Since Bryan’s disappearance, 
family and friends have offered 
$10,000 for any information lead

Candidates must reside in the town 
and the district for a period of 90 
days before the election, 

¢ On July 5, 2000, the mayor 
gives notice of the election, Candi 
dates may begin qualifying once 
notice is published, Qualifying 
forms will be available from the 
municipal clerk 


* July 10, 2000 - a 45-day pre 
election campaign disclosure report 
must be filed with the probate 
judge if the candidate has raised or 
spent more than $1,000 on his or 
her campaign 

¢ July 18, 2000 (5 p.m.) is the 
last day for qualifying to run for 
municipal office. 

* July 24, 2000 - Last possible 
day for candidates to file a state 
ment showing the names of their 
campaign committee with the pro 
bate judge, 

* August 22, 
day! 

* September 12, 2000 - Run-off 
election day should one be 
required 

* October 2, 2000 - Newly elect- 
ed municipal officials take office 
(First Monday in October following 
the election)

and filing of disclosure forms that

Standing Up for America’s 
Veterans 

Recently, our nation celebrated 
Memorial Day by remembering the 
sacrifices our fallen veterans have 
made to ensure the freedoms.we 
enjoy today. It is much too 4 

easy to take for granted the Ser- 
vice of these great Americans who 
have given so much for us. The 
best way we can honor our 
deceased veterans is to take care of 
those military heroes still with us 
today. 

As Chairman of the House Veter- 
ans’ Affairs Subcommittee on 
Oversight and Investigations, it is 
my job to probe our federal govern- 
ment’s treatment of its veterans. I 
have held numerous hearings and 
led dozens of investigations into 
the quality of veterans’ health care 
and the delivery of federal benefits 
to America’s veterans. These hear- 
ings have often led to some shock- 
ing revelations of government fail- 
ure to provide proper service to our 
veterans’ community. One such dis- 
turbing revelation came just a few 
weeks ago. 

On May 18, I conducted a hear- 
ing into the U.S. Department of 
Veterans Affairs’ (VA) performance 
in handling disability claims for 
our veterans. In addition to provid- 
ing health care for our 25 million

from concerned parents and other 
concerned citizens and a petition 
bearing the signature of S59 students 
we made a simple request that the 
students be allowed to meet once 
each month for organization, plan 
ning, management, and encourage 
ment. For the third time, our 
request was denied 

Once again, we were told that 
there were laws preventing the 
board from honoring our request 
The question that we would like to 
put before the board now is this 
What is the name of the law or the 
number of the law that would be 
broken by honoring our request 
There is no such law! There ts, 
however, a law that would allow the 
request to be honored - The Equal 
Access Law, The Constitution also 
guarantees freedom of religion 
Not freedom from religion 

Once again, the board told us that 
if they allowed this club to meet 
that it would open up the possibility 
tor less desirable clubs to meet 
Other nearby schools that allow 
similar clubs to meet on their cam 
pus have not indicated to us that 
this is a problem, What are these 
less desirable clubs? Do they actu 
ally exist? Are there any less desit 
able clubs in any school system ot 
is this just something that the board 
has made up to play on the fears of 
the community. Is it only in this 
community that less desirable clubs 
would be a problem? I ask the 
board to show us where any one of 
these less desirable clubs exist. 

They asked me if everyone that 
signed the petition knew what they 
were signing. They asked me if 
they knew that there were laws that 
would prevent the board from 
allowing the students to meet dur- 
ing regular school hours. Well if 
they know about any such laws they 
know more than we do. Again, I 
would like to emphasize that there 
isn’t any laws that would prevent 
the students from meeting during 
school hours. While I'm sure that

veterans, the VA ts also charged 
with the responsibility of 
reviewing and processing finan- 
cial payments to veterans who suf- 
fered disabilities as a result of their 
military service. Unfortunately, as I 
discoyered, the government’s ef- 
ficiency-in dealing with such dis- 
ability compensation cases contin- 
ues to be unacceptably poor, For 
most veterans who have requested 
such military service-related dis- 
ability assistance from the VA, the 
experience is a frustrating one. It 
often takes the VA’s huge bureau- 
cracy up to two years to handle the 
paper work and reach a decision on 


a veteran’s claim. Since many of 


these veterans are aging or in poor 
health, or both, such delays are 
devastating to their quality of life 
and peace of mind. 

One of the witnesses before my 
subcommittee was Alabama veter- 
an Eugene Birge of Covington 
County. Birge, the mayor of Lock- 
hart, related how it has taken the 
VA years to agree to disability 
compensation claims relating to his 
honorable service in Vietnam and 
in the Persian Gulf War. Birge’s 
cases is typical and he may actually 
be one of the lucky ones. 

The U.S, General Accounting 
Office (GAO) reported in 1999 that 
at least 770 veterans died while 


Elba Work Release inmates post over 
1,200 hours of community service 


During the month of February, 
inmates at the Elba Work Release 
facility of the Department of Cor- 
rections posted over 1,200 hours of 
service for area agencies, 

A total of 159 inmates worked 
for 1,232 hours on various projects 
for || agencies, according to infor- 
mation released by Dewayne Estes, 
warden of the Elba Work Release 
facility. 

Agencies requesting assistance 
from the work release were: Elba 
Recycling, Elba National Guard, 
Elba Police Department, Elba High 
School, City of Elba, Elba Recre- 
ation Department, Alabama 
Forestry, Daleville National Guard, 
Enterprise National Guard, Coffee 
County and the Town of Kinston. 

Of the 159 inmates, 43 of them 
worked on general labor projects 
for the City of Elba and Elba Recy- 
cling while 35 inmates helped the 
National Guards of Elba, Enterprise 
and Daleville with cleaning and 
maintenance projects. Four inmates 
helped with cleaning projects at 
Elba High School and the Elba 
Recreation Dept., and 27 inmates 
cleaned state property for Alabama 
Forestry. The Elba Police Dept, was 
assisted by 23 inmates in cleaning 
offices and washing cars while 10 
inmates helped with garbage pick- 


up in the Town of Kinston 

The remaining 17 inmates of the 
159 were used by Coffee County 
for road maintenance projects 

According to Estes, the 1,272 
hours of service provided by the 
159 work release inmates equaled a 
total dollar value of $6,550.80 for 
the month of February, 2000,

It is unclear 
whether this VA data was inaccu- 
rate due to human error or by delib- 
erate intention to make the VA look 
good. | plan to hold further hear- 
ings into the matter to determine 
What actually happened and if 
criminal charges might be warrant- 
ed against some in the VA for 
deliberately falsifying performance 
numbers. 

America’s veterans deserve not 
only our tributes and thanks, they 
deserve adequate medical care and 
benefits promised by their govern- 
ment, Our veterans have already 
fought for their country, They do 
not deserve to have to fight again 
for decent treatment from their own

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session approved 
a bond sale. awarded the contract 
fer the construction of cell number 
5 at the county Jandfill and awarded 
a contract for janitorial services at 
the Enterprise Courthouse. They 
also heard a complaint from a 
county resident on the lack of con 
trol for stray animals 
dogs.

Commissioners passed two reso 
lutions approving the issuance of 
two series of bonds to fund the final 
year of a three-year paving and 
resurfacing project approved in the 
April 10th meeting. The cost of the 
project is $1,005,500.00 plus the 
cost of issuing the bonds 

Fred Majors, a representative for 
Regions Bank, presented the com 
missioners with the bond package 
and explained that one series (A) of 
bonds would be issued at 5.25 per 
cent interest and would be repaid 
with funds received from the 4¢ 
gasoline tax.
